REMARKS 

By this Amendment, Claims 2 and 4 are amended and Claims 1 and 5 have been cancelled.

As filed, Claim 4 stated 
that the pliers comprises "another" but failed to identify what the "another" feature was. To that end, 
Claim 4 has been amended to specify another end .
